Every vacant lot in town would pay a porportion; every 
business house would pay, according to value, in addition to the 
service charge. 

Then, each would pay in accordance with his benefit! 

Folks who buy bonds want the interest when it is due, and 
want the principal as it is promised. They're.smart enough to 
know that when the debt ís equitably divided, among those able 
to pay, based on benefits, they are less likely to find interest 
and principal in default. 

Let's not mortgage the front '50 of the homestead, with the 
back 100 left without even an alley leading to it — let's not sell 
the water bonds without provision for some sewerage disposal 
plant financing. 

If all real estate is helped by a sewerage disposal system, 
then it follows that ALL real estate should help pay for it. Those

Stumpf told of his arrival in 
the county in the early twen- 
ties as editor of the Times, and 
of his eighteen years as secre- 
tary of the West Palm Beach 
Chamber, where he, as a farmer 
boy, came to appreciate the im- 
portance of agriculture to the 
county and the possibilities of 
its back country. s 

“Our papers, {һе Post and 
Times, support the RDB not 
only editorially, but financially, 
because we know what it has 
done and is capable of doing,” 
the speaker sald. 

Stumpf told of the organiza- 
tion of the RDB in '43 as a 
vehicle to promote a five-item 
program: 1) workpile — indus- 
try 2) agriculture 3) flood con- 
trol 4) tourism 5) beach ero- 
sion. The first year's operation 
was aided by county funds. 
Since that time private dues 
and subscriptions have been the 
source of revenue with each 
community having equal repre- 
sentation on the board.

OLD FAITHFUL IS BACK 


The old adage about bad pennies always turning up fits 
certain proposed legislation. A prime example is that Old Faith- 
ful — the compulsory health insurance bill which would force 
everyone to buy and pay for this kind of insurance whether they 
wanted it or not. It has been knocking around for усак апа 
has got exactly nowhere. Almost no one thinks it will have any 
better luck this time. Even so, the reasons why it hasn't been 
passed and shouldn't be passed can profitably be recapitulated. 

First of all, the America people don’t have te be forced to 
buy health insurance. They һауе proven, to à dramatic degree, 
that they are willing, able and eager to take care of this matter 
on a voluntary basis. In 1941, only 16 years ago, health ins 
ance was in, its infancy. As of a recent date, 110 million ri- 
cans had hospital insurance; 94 million had surgical insurance; 
58 million had general medical expense insurance, and the num- 
ber keeps growing. A comparatively new form of insurance pro- 
vides protection against catastrophic types of illness — those of 
long duratoin — and this has been given a warm welcome. 

Second, no one knows what compulsory health insurance 
would cost.- What is known is that the bill would be tremendous, 
and a heavy additional burden on the taxpayers at a time when 
government economy and tax reduction are buring issues. 

Third, but by no means least, if government once got its 
nose into the medical tent, it would just be a matter of time till 
it got all the way in. In other words, compulsory insurance 
would be a logical prelude to socialized or government-bossed 
medicine. 5

House Post Office Committee has recommended in- 
es charges for certain kinds of matter, including 
class letters and airmail. The hope is that the post office 
deficit which is estimated by the Postmaster General at $651 
million in the next fiscal year unless increases in rates are ap- 
proved can be substantially reduced, if not entirely eliminated. ! 

When the House and Senate get down to cases on deciding 
what to do, the fourth-class mail classification, —which is parcel 
post, should not be overlooked. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the United States һаз issued 
an interesting leaflet, based on the Hoover reports, showing | 
where the cost of government can be cut in many places. It says 
that if parcel post rates are increased to cover indirect costs, the 
savi; in the 1958 fiscal year will be $50 million.

Many indirect costs, such as con- 
tributions to government retirement fund, are-not now reflected

Generally speaking, parcel post has run at a deficit ever since 
it began in 1913, and the total amounts to many hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. It is not a basic part of the postal service, and 
it certainly should not be carried at a loss, either direct or in- 
direct. The rates should be raised to whatever level is neces- 
sary to make it completely self-sustaining — which simply means 
that those who use the service should pay for it in full.

GRAB BAG 


Oil is becoming increasingly more difficult to find — but 
are in no danger of running out of it. That point was stressed 
by a Texas oil man in a recent address, What has happened is 
that technology has kept up with the changing situation, and oil 
is now being produced in areas and at depths which were uh- 
dreamed of in the past." 

At the same time, the cost of finding productive oil wells has 
risen very greatly. Here is why the recent advance in the price 
ot crude oil was justified by any reasonable criteria. For instance, 
ce the previous increase, in 1953, oil industry wages had ad- 
nced 15 per cent. In three years the cost of tubular goods had 
n 38 per cent and the cost of miscellaneous services by 25 to 
35 per cent. Thus the latest increase was necessary as a stimu- 
t to drilling and exploratory activity — activity which is 
essential to providing adequate oil for future consumption. 

The same thing is true of the 2722 per cent depletion allow- 
ance given oil producers. That allowance is a credit against 
federal income taxes, and it exists because oil wells wear out 
and must be replaced. The Taxas oil man had this to say: “The 
depletion provision is not a special tax exemption . . . Itrec- 
ognizes that when a producer sets out to discover new oil fields, 
the law of averages shows only one well will be found out of nine 
attempts. Manufacturing plants have a different set of amorti- 
zation regulations. Such enterprises obtain every unit they pur- 
chase, They do not have to reach in a grab bag and hope they 
will be lucky enoagh to find a new machine after paying for 
nine.”
